I'm reading a book now by Major General John Frost called "A Drop Too = 
Many." It chronicles Frost's experience with the British 1st Airborne = 
during WWII. Frost is most famous for both the Brunvenal Raid on the = 
German RADAR site and for being left in the lurch by Monty and friends = 
at Arnhem Bridge during operation Market Garden in WWII.=20 


The book is a detailed personal history--exceptionally well written. = 
Frost demonstrates a very sophisticated sense of perspective and yet the = 


book is a simple, fun read. He never exaggerates his own role--if = 
anything the opposite is true. And he has added touches that just warm = 
your heart like naming specific Pubs and bawdy houses that provided the = 
best entertainment when the battalion was on leave. If you have a chance = 
to pick up a copy and you like military history, then I can recommend = 
this book highly. 


Anyway, throughout the book, Frost makes reference to the continuous, = 
routine disastrous failures of British Army radio equipment from the = 
very earliest stages of the war. He makes it clear that British senior = 
officers had to be constantly on top of the Signals service to get any 
useful radio support out of them during a campaign. Frost mentions = 
specific instances at Brunvenal, during the African campaign and of = 
course, in the most infamous case of WWII radio failure, during = 
operation Market Garden.=20 


It's surprising to me that British defense agencies let this record of = 
failure continue throughout the war. I am curious to know if the dismal 
record of British radio during WWII has been chronicled in the = 
historical literature anywhere. Surely this situation must have drawn = 
comment in the years following WWII. Has anyone seen anything written up = 
on this?

In chapter called "Chopper Down", author describes helicopter 
rescue flight near Inchon, Korea, in fall 1951, "believed to have 
been the first emergency use of the URC-4 in the Korean War. 


Oh, and on the radios reliability thing: I have read firsthand 
accounts from Japanese fighter pilots that their radios were 
considered very unreliable, and in fact some pilots removed 
them. So, no radio, no DF, just compass.

Among the more 
famous volumes: Vacuum Tube Amplifiers by Valley and Wallman, and Microwave 
Antenna Theory & Design by Silver. 

Most engineering libraries will have a set. The Historical Electronics Museum at 
Baltimore has a set. 


If the Rad Lab series interests you, you will also want to see the two volume set 
"Very High Frequency Techniques" by the Radio Research Laboratory staff at 
Harvard. While MIT was developing radar, the Harvard laboratory (under F.E. 
Terman) was developing ELINT and ECM techniques.
